public lands committee held Sat- 
urday at Redding. ; 

In testifying before the com- 
mittee, Guthrie stated: ‘““Many of 
these forest service men are 
schooled with so much theory 
and so little practical know- 

ledge of natural forces that 

their thinking is the exact 
opposite of practical stock - 
men and others whose interest 
in true conservation, as well as 
reasonable utilization, is based 
upon generations of experience. 

“For one thing, the idea that a 
natural resource which they ap- 
pear so concerned about (the 
range lands within national for- 
est boundaries) can purposefully 
be utilized to contribute more 
effectively to the national supply 
of livestock and meat with its 
consequent effect upon meat pri- 
ces, is foreign to most forest of- 
ficials who see only an ideal pic- 
ture of vegetation based upon 
virgin wilderness conditions. 

“The man who would exploit 
and destroy a natural resource 
for immediate personal gain re- 
presents the other extreme. Be- 
tween these two extremes there 
is , we believe, a sound philosophy 

based on efficient husbandry and 
utilization of the soils annual pro- 
duction, whereby such production 
may be converted into economic 
values for the sustenance of hu- 
man life and the betterment of 
living conditions.” 

The Redding hearing was asked 
by Dan E. McKinney, secretary 
of the California Cattlemen’s asso- 
ciation, who charged that forest 
service practices are “resulting in 
the creation and perpetuation of 
extremely hazardpus cbnditions 


which, in themselves, are injurious 
to both timber and forage growth 
and utilization.” ~
